rific rnin and windstorm which-swept 
a section of Scioto Trail and the 
Boulevard yesterday afternoon about 
three o'clock while the city entirely 
escaped despite the close proximity 
of the storm, which covered an area 
of| about 400 square yards and lasted 
but a> few minutes. 


Rain fell in sheets and accompanied

Johnson home on Scioto TraiL Two 
of the trees, one large wild cherry 
tree, and a cedar, fell across the 
front of the house, shattering two 
windows and damaging the tin roof 
on the porch and house. Mr. John- 
son was sitting near the downstairs 
window when the crash came which 
shattered the glass but he escaped 
injury. The cherry tree -which caus- 
ed niost of the damage was about 
two feet In diameter, was 73 feet 
tall, and stood about forty feet from 
the porch.

Several telephone poles were blown 


over In the vicinity of the Harry 
Little grocery store and one pole fell 
across the one story brick building 
which houses W. F. Unger dry clean- 
ing establishment.

forcement rather than moderation of 
the general policy." 


President Slakes Moral Argument. 
The president didn't make a legal 


but a moral argument. His comment 
on Al Smith's action in signing the j 
repeal bill in New York state was not 
amplified by legal explanation. He 
didn't attempt to answer the conten- 
tion of thevNew York Governor that 
the Volstead act itself is not in keep- 
ing with the spirit of the eighteenth j 
amendment and that a president of 
the United States actually vetoed that 
measure without being called a nulli- 
ficationist. Mr. Harding simply in- 
sisted that "when a state deliberately 
refuses to exercise the power which 
the constitution expressly confers 
upon it, it obviously commits itself to 
a policy of nullifying state authority, 
the end of which we are reluctant to 
conjecture.1' 


Mr. Harding, moreover, called Gov- 


ernor Smith's action an "Abandon- 
ment rather than an assortment of 
state rights," which statement, of 
Bourse, will be disputed by the "Wets" 
in New York who believe it much 
more in keeping with sta\e rights to 
refuse to enact legislation concurrent 
with the Volstead law because they 
think that statute itself is a nullifi- 
cation of the intent of the constitu- 
tion in prohibiting the sale of "intox- 
icating" liquors- 
The "wets" will 


never agree that one half per cent 
of alcohol represents the lower limit 
of "Intoxicating" beverages. 


But the chief executive wasn't dis- 


posed to argue the technical phases 
of tlie matter. He foels that prohi- 
bition has come to stay and that "as 
long as the Volstead law is on the 
statute books it should be enforced 
and that the states ought not lo relax 
and put the burden on the Federal 
governent lest the latter be compelled 
"at large expense to create a federal 
police authority." 


"Whatever satisfaction there may 


be in indulgence," said the presid(»»t. 
"whatever objection there is to the 
so-called invfision of personal liberty, 
neither counts when the supremacy of 
law and stability of our institutions 
are menaced. 
With all good inten- 


tion the majority sentiment of the 
United States hns sought by law to 
remove strong drink as a curse upon 
the American citizen, but ours is a 
Inrjre problem now to remove lawless 
drinkm? as a mena«e' to the 
public itself."

Jn developing his prlncip«l theme, 


Harding re- 
ferred to the strike of- last year, as- 
serting his opinion that many mine 
operators ivere as much responsible 
for tliat situation as the men who 
struck. 
rlhe biggest nee* of the world to- 


day, the President i*id, was work, 
adding that "the world has no use 
for a loafer, big or little," "whether 
commandiB,; capital or directing la- 
bor." 
Referring to the coal situation 


at another point in his remarks, Mr. 
Harding said: 


"A few years ago one of your Wyo- 


ming statesmen made the astounding 
statement that your state alone con- 
tained enough coal to supply the en- 
tire land with fuel for four centuries 
to come. AYhether the statement was 
extravagant or not, it was at least an

of 
your

sources of which the nation at large 
had never dreamed. 


"Ho\v incomprehensible indeed are 


your limitless possiblities and you 
are but one of many states of seem- 
ing 
incomparable 
material riches. 


Let us hope that the genius of states- 
men and the common sense of busi- 
ness may be combined to solve the 
problems of transportation and dis- 
tribution so that your wealth may be 


made an asset to the nation as well 
RS the state. 


"It may seem a far cry to talk 


about the coal problem in Wyoming, 
but It is one of the pressing prob- 
lems of the country. 
Jn New Bug- 


land to-day there is an anxiety about 
next winter's fuel supply traceable 
to the experienced hardships of last 
winter. 


"The Government is not blind to 


the situation or deaf to appeals. It 
is do!n£ everything possible so far as 
authorized by law, to dispel public 
apprehension. 
Under the authority 


of an act of Congress, the United 
States Coal Commission, made up of 
able and earnest men, has been en- 
gaged in a thorough investigation o' 
this vital problem and will repor: 
to the Congress nest December, it 
is going thoroughly into the labor 
controversy studying living 
condi- 


tions and, the community life in th>: 
mininy regions, ascertaining 
farts 


about the inadequacies which prevent 
prompt distribution, inrfuiring into 
engineering problems and economic 
errors incident to overdevelopment 
looking to the excesses in profits re- 
flected in inordinate charges for coal 
and preparing an exhaustive report 
on the entire industry. 
It will be 


revealng and we hope!, remedal. We 
shall know the facts about a basic 
industry, which is the source of peril 
to the nation's industrial life, and a 
more or less continuous threat to our 
domestic a menace to life and health. 


"It is too early to say whether tbe 


commission will suggest plans of per- 
manent cure which the Congress will 
adopt. I do know that it will bring 
us to a new understanding of a prob- 
lem which must be solved. 
YVe shall 


have a publicity which will make 
greed impossible, and point the way 
to solve a question which must be an- 
swered in behalf of a vital public in- 
terest. 


"Doubtless there will be a recom- 


mendation of vast storage during sen- 
sous of light consumption to guard 
against the heavy needs in winter or 
in suspended production."

spring pigs produced thig year com- 
pared with last spring, and include 
a forecast of breeding operations dur- 
ing the coming fall as compared with 
last fall. An effort will be made Id 
give the resrflts in actual figures as 
well as on a Jpercentagfe basis. 


More than halt of the 
question- 


naires sent into Scioto county have 
been returned. One-fourth of them 
have been tabulated. When the final 
easting up of figures is completed, it 
will be possible say Department of 
Agriculture' officers, to say with rea- 
sonable accuracy the extent 'to which 
the farmers cf the county have gone 
in for pig production. 


It is the opinion of price experts of

And The World Was Given A New Anesthetic 


SAN FRANCISCO, CALIF., June 


2(5.—(By the United Press)—A bed 
of carnations went to sleep and the 
world was given a new anesthetic 
which its discoverers believe will rev- 
olutionize anesthesia. 
The newest 


anesthetic Ethelyne was demonstrat- 
ed nt clinics here today In connection 
with the convention of the American 
Medical Association. It Is not a new 
(namp or a new substance, but 
is 


merely being put to a new use. Here 
is the story of its discovery: 


A florist !n Wisconsin reported to 


the university of Chicago authorities 
that carnations in his hot 
house 


would not thrive. 
They seemed lo 


go to sleep and then finally die. 


Drs. A. R. Luckhnrt and J. B. Car- 


ter, then students at the University 


of Wisconsin, investigated and traced 
the trouble to a gas jet. In order 
to learn the property that caused the 
sleep, they chemically took to pieces 
the gas generated by the flame from 
the jet, dividing it into fourteen com- 
ponent parts. Each part was tested 
separately as 
to the effect it pro- 


duced ou carnations until finally they 
en me to Ethelyne. 
It put to sloop 


and finally killed the flowers. Luck- 
hart nnd Carter reasoned that if gas 
would 
put carnations to sleep, it 


might have interesting effect on 
a, 


guinea pig. They 
tried it and it 


proved a perfect anesthetic. 
A rab- 


bit was nest tried with great success, 
the nest step was with a human be- 
ing. 
Luckhart and Carter anesthet- 


stlzed each other. Physicians observ- 


ing the experiment, found all the ef- 
fects of an improved anesthetic. Dr 
Luckhart in clinic produced evidence 
tending to show it had all the follow- 
ing advantages over ether, chloro- 
form, or other commonly used drugs
